Aurora — With between 125 
and 150 ratepayers in attendance 
on Monday evening, Mayor Dr. 
Crawford Rose of Aurora, Reeve 
A. A. Cook and Deputy-Reeve 
R. H. Corner were acclaimed for 
the year 1949. Nominations were 
held for next year's council, for 
the school board which has 
three vacancies and the hydro 
commission with one vacancy. 

Individual reports for the cur- 
rent year were tendered by 
Mayor Rose, Reeve Cook, Dep- 
uty-Reeve Corner, the six coun- 
cillors, the hydro commission 
and the public school board. It 
was shown that the finances and 
the town in general were in a 
progressive and healthy stale 
and all reports were accepted 
without question. ■ 

Speaking in reference to the 
building permits committee 
Mayor Rose disclosed that 43 
building permits were issued 
during the past year with a total 
value of $210,000. He also said 
in his report on the Police Com- 
mission that Aurora was well 
policed and its citizens well pro- 
tected./ A detailed report of all 
investigations and work by the 
Aurora police was read. 

Reeve Cook, in discussing Au- 
rora's water supply, stated that 
the present supply was adequate, 
but that with future growth 
more water would be needed. 
This, he proposed, would mean 
additional artesian wells. Reeve 
Cook also disclosed that the new 
automatic controls for pumping 
water at the pumping station 
were now completely installed 
and that the new water, mains 
were expected to be completely 
installed before freeze-up. 

Speaking on behalf of the 
streets committee. Deputy-Reeve 
Corner reported that Aurora's 
eight miles of unpaved streets 
were this year scarified; graded: 
and oiled at a cost of $770 per 
mile. This was considerably 
lower than the earlier estimates 
which ran as high as $2,000. Dis- 
cussing the problem of upkeep 
of Yonge St he told how with 
Reeve Cook he had met with the 
Department of Highways whore 
the problem had beep thrashed

Of the niovtes, Dr. Phillips 
said, 'They are not a true pic- 
ture of life; they are censored." 
He explained further that the 
films show a built-up, highly 
painted picture of life, and at- 
tempt to pumper and protect 
the people. They tire hiding the 
real things, he said. 

Speaking of people who are 
too lazy to think he pointed out 
the dangers in self-complacency, 
which are propagated by people 
who keep repeating the ctitcli 
phrases like "there nre so many 
terrible we a p o n s that , they 
would blow up the whole world, 
therefore they won't tie used" 
or "wars are inevitable! there's 
bound to be another war." 

"There are the people In tho 
dark i excises of the cave, tho 
unthinking ones, who aro always 
looking for a helping hand.:: 
Your teachers have tried to give 
you responsibility for reasons" 
like this. They want you to bo 
proud tu walk alone without 
looking for tho helping hand. 
Tho fault of the older genera- 
tion," sold Dr. Phillips, "is that 
they are not responsible people/ 
j&jton't grow old,"

We drove to Toronto Saturday morning to see the Santa 
Clatis parade— sneaking a preview, so to speak, of what is in 
store for Newmarket on December 11. In retrospect, it seems 
that we spent most of the morning trying to reach the parade 
route to see it. 

Toronto's traffic problems are not improved by the num- 
ber of detours on the routes downtown. We thought we would 
never get into the business section. We tried all the alternate 
routes to Yonge and Bay Sis. and there was either a traffic 
jam or a detdur sign to frustrate us. 

We started early enough with the two older kids bundled 
into snow suits and hopping with the excitement while the 
third slept peacefully in his mother's arms. We drove through 
the early morning greyness, patting ourselves on the back for 
the forethought of the early departure and the speed and effici- 
ency with which it was accomplished. 

AH went well until we were into the city and then we felt 
like rats m a maze — every avenue to the downtown section 
seemed blocked. By the time we found our way through — by 
a series of maneouvres which would have done credit to the 
late General Patton — Stella had fallen asleep, the baby was 
howling with hunger, Geoff, the oldest, was sulking with ex- 
asperation. 

Once south of College St., fortune smiled and we were able 
to find parking space near the store, but as we stepped out of 
the car, we could hear the bands in the distance. With Geoff 
on our back, we ran through the amused shoppers, dodged the 
street cars on Yonge St. and made it to the fringe of the parade 
crowd just as the head of the parade was passing. 

A century of aching minutes later, after Santa had dis- 
appeared into the store, we eased Geoff from our shoulders 
and asked him if he saw the old gentleman. "Look at the man 
on the horse, dad'*' he said pointing to one of the mounted 
policemen.

If their outfit is of 
a conspicuous nature, the audi- 
ence may resort to mentally crit- 
icizing it instead of listening to 
the speaker,, - : .There is nothing 
more disconcerting to any speak- 
er than to realize he hasn't the 
attention of his audience.: Lad- 
ies become confused and may 
imagine their slip' is showing, 
their hat is crooked or any num- 
ber of other things are wrong.

because it can't . compete with 
the conspicuousness of. the speak- 
er's clothes, \ V- " - 

■ In co n c 1 u s lo. n, Catherine's 
father ^ advised her to wear 

something inconspicuous and 

comfortable— something that she 
liked and that her friends had 
already seen and admired— that 
if she wanted lo hold the atten- 
tion of the audience with her 
speech— which does count the 
most points in public speaking 
contests.
